Light  shed  on  Andrus’ 
Constitution  statements 


In  a personal  note,  Dr.  Garth  Mangum  informed  that 
he  and  Professor  Richard  B.  Wirthlin  had  submitted  a state- 
ment concerning  my  editorial  on  the  Constitution.  I was 
requested  to  write  the  editorial  by  the  former  editor  of  the 
Daily  Universe.

Since  I am  reluctant  to  use  their  space-age  terminology 
and  launch  an  aerial  assault  with  such  glowing  terms  as 
“maximum  of  mileage,”  “si>ectacular  broad-jumping,”  etc., 
I will  confine  myself  to  the  substance  of  the  issue,  but  quote 
their  language  at  appropriate  i)oints. 

SINCE  D & C 98:4-10  is  a basic  bone  of  contention,  let 
me  here  again  reproduce  that  scripture : 

“And  now,  verily  I say  unto  you  concerning  the 
laws  of  the  land,  it  is  my  will  that  my  people  should  ob- 
serve to  do  all  things  whatsoever  I command  them. 

And  that  law  of  the  land  w’hich  is  constitutional, 
supporting  that  principle  of  fi’eedom  in  maintaining 
rights  and  privileges,  oelongs  to  all  mankind,  and  is 
justifiable  before  me. 

Therefore,  I,  the  Lord,  justify  you,  and  your  breth- 
ren of  my  church,  in  befriending  that  law  which  is  the 
constitutional  law  of  the  land ; and  as  pertaining  to  law 
of  man,  whatsoever  is  more  or  less  than  this,  cometh 
of  evil. 

I,  the  Lord  God,  make  you  free,  therefore  ye  are 
free  indeed ; and  the  law  also  maketh  you  free. 

Nevertheless,  when  the  wicked  rule  the  people 


mourn. 

Wherefore,  honest  men  and  wise  men  should  be 
sought  for  diligently,  and  good  men  and  wise  men  ye 
should  observe  to  uphold ; otherwise  whatsoever  is  less 
than  these  cometh  of  evil.” 

The  central  idea  here  is  that  the  constitutional  guar- 
antee of  freedom  in  maintaining  rights  and  priviliges  is  the 
foundation  of  God’s  ideal  of  j?overnment. 

Said  He : “And  as  pertaining  to  law  of  men,  whatsoever 
is  more  or  less  than  this,  cometh  of  evil.” 

No  reputable  scholar  will  argue  that  government  pro- 
grams that  deal  with  social  and  economic  matters  do  not 
curtail  freedom.  The  welfare  state  must  regulate  and  in- 
fringe upon  man’s  agency  more  than  a system  founded  upon 
individual  freedom.  The  welfare  state  is  therefore  some- 
thing “more”  than  the  Fathers  intended. 

THIS  IS  NOT  “broadjumping,”  but  simply  stating  the 
facts.  True,  considerable  “mileage”  can  be  made  in  amplify- 
ing this  fact,  even  as  one  can  amplify  and  illustrate  any 
basic  truth  at  length. 

The  point  is  that  the  same  God  who  inspired  the  Found- 
ing Fathers  said  that  the  Constitution  was  established, 
“that  every  man  may  act  in  doctrine  and  principle  pertain- 
ing to  futurity  (i.e.  freely  plan  and  determine  his  nature), 
according  to  the  moral  agency  which  I have  given  unto 
him,”  etc.  (D  & C 101:77-9.) 

THE  WELFARE  STATE  militates  against  such  free- 
dom and  is  “more”  than  that  system  sanctioned  by  reve- 
lation. 

My  colleagues  assert  that  the  idea  derived  from  the  rev- 
elation at  the  head  of  this  article  is  “that  more  or  less  than 
obedience  to  the  law  of  the  land  and  support  of  good  men 
is  evil.”  But  we  ask.  What  does  it  mean  to  obey  “more” 
than  the  law  of  the  land  and  to  “more”  than  support  good 
men  in  office?  Does  this  bring  evil?  Should  we  only  comply 
v/ith  the  letter  of  the  law? 

Fancy  the  Lord  saying  that  when  we  are  admonished 
to  live  above  that  law  and  go  the  second  mile  in  sendee. 
Brethren  j’ou  surely  made  “a  maximum  of  mileage”  in  that 
“broad  jump.” 

AGAIN,  MY  COLLEAGUES  evidence  a slight  defici- 
ency in  ability  to  comprehend  the  English  language  when 
they  assert  that  I stated  that  “any  ‘governmental  system 
that  is  more  than  that  provided  by  the  Constituion’  is  by 
definition  a ‘socialized  state’.”  That  would  imply  that  mon- 
archial,  dictatorial,  and  aristocratic  forms  of  government 
must  be  socialistic,  if  they  infringe  upon  and  fail  to  uphold 
human  agency.  What  I said  is: 

“The  socialized  state  is  a governmental  system  that  is 
‘more’  than  that  pi'ovided  for  by  the  Constitution. ”Tt  takes 
a “breathtaking  demonstration  of  acrobatic  ability”  to  go 
from  my  statement  to  their  conclusion. 

STILL  AGAIN  the  spirit  and  intent  of  my  editorial  is 
misunderstood  when  they  write : “Dr.  Andrus  nowhere  tells 
us  whether  this  evil  (the  welfare  state)  came  upon  us  with 
the  adoption  of  the  first  10  amendments,”  etc.  Of  course 
the  welfare  state  did  not  result  from  the  Bill  of  Rights  and 
certain  subsequent  amendments.  They  were  intended  to 
strengthen  further  the  freedom  that  welfare  measures  now 
militate  against.  Now  brethren,  who  is  “demonstrating  the 
degree  to  which  the  scriptures  allow  one  to  prove  what- 
ever economic  and  political  preconceptions  he  might  pos- 
ess”  ? 

In  his  Federalist  No.  10,  Madison  espouses  the  ideal  of 
a pluralistic  society  under  a government  founded  upon  a 
vertical  and  horizontal  separation  of  powers.  Such  a system 
is  legalistic  rather  than  responsive  to  popular  opinion,  and 
is  intended  to  check  the  influence  of  political  parties — large 
or  small~in  controlling  the  government. 

HOW,  THEN,  CAN  social  and  economic  measures  be 
fostered  by  sucii  a system  without  destroying  freedom  and 
the  pluralistic  ideal  ^ladison  envisioned.  Such  programs 
must  force  uniformity.  It  does  follow  that  government-fos- 


Sickness  takes  no  holiday  . . . 


Health  Center  to  remain  open  during  vacation 


Sickness  doesn’t  stop  for 
Christmas,  the  head  nurse  at 
the  BYU  Student  Health  Cen- 
ter emphasized. 

Mrs.  Alma  M.  Schofield,  R. 
N.,  said  the  Health  Center*  re- 
mains open  during  all  holidays. 

“NURSES  ARE  oh  duly  at 
all  times  and  doctors  are  on 
call,”  she  said. 

“A  nurse  has  to  remain  at 
her  post  to  tend  the  sick.  She 
has  to  be  there  even  when  no 
one  is  ill — just  in  case.  That’s 
the  glory  of  being  a nurse.” 

“Before  coming  to  BYU,  I 
worked  six  years  with  not  a 
Christmas  off.”  she  said. 

FIVE  STUDENTS  were  ad- 
mitted Wednesday  who  may  re- 
main over  the  holidays. 

Although  most  students  will 
leave  the  Provo  area  during 
Christmas  'vacation,  the  Health 


Center  staff  will  remain  on 
duty  in  order  to  catch  up  with 
their  work  as  much  as  possible. 

Overtime  work  is  often  nec- 
essary due  to  emergency  calls 
and  to  a shortage  of  trained 
medical  personnel  and  ade- 
quate facilities.  One  nurse  may 
care  for  as  many  as  15  patients 
in  the  Health  Center. 


“MORE  GIRLS  should  be- 
come nurses,”  Mrs.  Schofield 
stated.  “It’s  a profession  a girl 
can  use  any  time  in  her  life, 
especially  as  a mother,”  she 
said. 


Last  month  Health  Center 
doctors  treated  1993  out-pa- 
tients, said  Ray  Summers, 
Health  Center  assistant  admin- 
istrator. Clinic  referrals  num- 
bered 1588.  In-patients  totaled 
76  with  an  average  stay  of  5.7 


days.  In  short,  approximate^ 
14  persons  were  hospitalize< 
each  day.  Phone  calls  askinj 
about  treatments  added  up  t' 
2706. 

“The  Health  Center  is  a ver; 
busy  unit,”  he  remarked.  “W' 
have  more  work  than  resour 
ces.” 

Comparable  to  the  medica 
services  offered  at  BYU,  th 
University  of  Colorado  las 
year  treated  96,000  cases  wit 
a staff  of  68  and  an  annus 
budget  of  $345,000.  The  stai  i 
of  28  at  BU  treated  121.00 
cases  with  a budget  of  a littl 
more  than  half  of  Colorado’; 
he  said.* 


tered  social  and  economic  programs  are  basically  incompat- 
ible with  the  Constitution. 

It’s  like  two  plus  two  equals  four.  Where  is  the  “spec- 
tacular broad  jumping”?  Compare  this  with  their  assertion 
that  laws  regulating  traffic  are  in  the  same  class  as  welfare 
measures.  Regulatory  powers  are  granted  by  the  Constitu- 
tion and  tend  to  enhance  rather  than  destroy  freedom. 

IT  DOES  NOT  necessarily  follow  that,  because  Joseph 
Smith  wanted  to  restore  the  original  ideal  of  ConsUutional 
government  in  lus  day,  he  felt  that  the  state  was  then  being 
socialized,  as  my  colleagues  claim.  There  are  other  abuses  to 
the  ideal  of  government  reflected  in  his  “Views  of  the  Pow- 
ers and  Policy  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States.” 
Missouri,  for  example. 

There  is  no  argument  against  the  fact  that  the  ideals 
of  brotherhood  and  economic  equality  are  positively  enun- 
ciated in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants.  This  is  what  the  pro- 
gram of  Zion,  as  therein  set  forth,  is  all  about.  But  the  Lord 
does  state  that  these  ideals  must  be  achieved  in  His  “own 
way.”  (D  & C)  704:14-18.)  Nowhere  does  he  even  hint  that 
we  should  turn  to  the  state  for  their  solution. 

There  is  probably  more  said  in  the  Doctrine  and  Cov- 
enants concerning  the  economic  program  of  Zion  than  there/ 
is  about  faith,  repentance,  and  baptism.  (See  D & C 42,  51, 
78,  82,  83,  86,  92,  96,  103  and  104.)  Yet  my  colleagues  from 
the  Department  of  Economics  can  only  see  “some  ill-defined 
economic  ideal”  in  my  reference  to  Zion’s  program. 

WHERE,  IF  NOT  AMONG  you  brethren,  can  the  stu- 
dentbody  expect  to  be  taught  these  fundamental  economic 
principles  upon  which  Zion  must  be  built?  Is  this,  or  is  this 
not,  the  “Lord’s  University”  ? 

Now  brethren,  let  us  be  honest  with  each  other  and 
with  the  studentbody:  Just  who  has  been  broadjumping, 
turning  acrobatic  flips,  and  making  mileage  on  thin  air?
